of a charge based on his claim that the expenses of 
operating a Mercedes Benz automobile was a business 
deduction since he was using it to deliver beer in Chicago.

The records of Dun and Bradstreet as examined by the

versation between Subject and his attorney EUGENE 
KOENEN, informant was able to obtain the following 
information; 


With further reference to ALEX GWIZDALA, mentioned 

in reflet, Subject told KOENEN that he had not seen 
GWIZDALA in eight or nine years until the latter got 
subpoenaed by Internal Revenue Service (IRS), and 
then GWIZDALA called him, the Subject, and the 
Subject told KOENEN that he told GWIZDALA that he 
would appreciate the latter taking the Fifth Amendment 
but that if he did have to talk to tell the truth. 
Instead, GWIZDALA went down there and made up a story 
and didn't tell the truth when he claimed that he had 
put no money in (Roosevelt Hotel Corporation) and 
didn't get any stock, when in fact he did put money 
in and did get stock. 


Subject and KOENEN also discussed the location of ’ il 
records of Melody Lane Corporation, which Internal pet

On 1/21/62, source disclosed that Subject had asked 
JOHN ATELLO to determine the detatis concerning in- 
formation he had received that a Captain WAHLEN, 
Milwaukee Police Department, had obtained some siding 
from AITELLO's firm for practically nothing and was 
afraid that the circumstances of this deal would be- 
come known and "bounce back on him." on 1/25/62, 
source learned that Subject had obtained his lead 
regarding this matter from J, PAUL O'BRIEN, (who had 
been hired by TOMMY SORCE, a known gambler, to dig 
out and report items which could be used by the hoodlum 
element to embarrass public officials and other 
individuals who were causing the hoodlum element 
trouble} 


Independent investigation had determined that Capt. 
WAHLEN is Special Investigator for Chief of Police, 
Milwaukee, who had been charged by the Chief with 
supervising an investigation aimed at revoking 
BALISTRIERI's license for the Downtowner, one of his 
strip tease joints, It was known by this office that 
WAHLEN's name had appeared in the personal address 
file of one of several hoodlums who had been arrested 
py the Milwaukee PD and charged with selling forged 
notes and mortgages in connection with their siding 
business. 


On 2/19/62, source learned that Subject was extremely 
angry about a newspaper article appearing in the 
"Milwaukee Journal" concerning the city's attempt to 
revoke the above license. A hearing was scheduled on 
this matter on 2/20/62. Subject stated in source's 
presence on 2/19/62 that if the efforts to "heckle" 
him persisted he was going to stop talking and "punch 
back." According to the Subject someone at the Police 
Department is trying to cover up, and the Chief is "so 
cocky because he thinks I'm not going to say anything.”

of Subject's "body guards," and from informant informa-~ 
tion it appears that GURERA came to Milwaukee to assist 
BUSTER BALESTRERE in organizing gambling in the city so 
that the Subject and his group would get a cut out of 
each gambling operation in Milwaukee. GURERA, according 
to informant information, is a strong arm man and is 
assisting in this regard, 


On 3/15/02, source advised relative to the conversation 
between the Subject and BEN BARWICK, head of the Rar- 
tenders Local Union, right-hand man for PHIL VALLEY,

Union. Subject was unhappy with the fact that GWIZDALA —

On April 12, 1962 Sergeant JOHN LAVIN, Special Squad, Milwaukee 
Police Department told SA RICHARD C. THOMPSON that on April 5, 
1962, two officers of the squad were watching Gallagher's 
Restaurant around midnight. They observed DI SALVO's auto- 
mobile with GURERA and BUSTER BALESTRERE in the rear seat, 
having an unidentified person between them. DI SALVO was 
driving. Subject was taking something out of the trunk of his 
own car, a 1959 Cadillac, and apparently got into DI SALVO's 
car as the officers were getting into position to follow. 


The car was followed, and it was observed to contain five 
persons, as it drove to 1833 North Prospect Avenue, Milwaukee, 
wisconsin. They remained there for 15 or 20 minutes and then 
dispersed. The officers "checked out" the unknown fifth 
individual who identified himself as JAMES SHELLOW, an attorney 
whose office is at 1012 North 3rd Street. SHELLOYtold them 

that he operated the rooming house at 1833 North Prospect Avenue 
for his father who owned it. The officers surmised that the 
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individuals might be obtaining an apartment at this address 
for use in booking operations.

On March 12, 1962, informant said that over the weekend before; 
namely, March 3 extending through 5, 1962, all of tne gamblers 
in Milwaukee were called in to meetings at different taverns 
where it was explained to them by GUERERA, DI SALVO and BUSTER 
BALESTRERE that they were organizing in Milwaukee and all 
pookies were to advise them daily of thelr action and they were 
to receive one-third of the action. Additionally, they were 
going to open a bookie joint of their own, to which these calls 
were to be made, Informant said that the subject took no part 
in these meetings and his connection, if any, with them is a 
matter of question. 


It is noted in this regard that MI T-3 advised on February lI, 
1962, that RAYMOND HAYES, aka Ramey, who was connected with 
Wisconsin Suppliers and Builders, Inc., and was arrested with 
other individuals of this company, was going back into the 
gambling business in which he has a long background. According 
to informant, however, he would have to pay off FRANK BALIS- 
TRIERI to do this. 


The bookies! reaction was immediate in that they are very 
unhappy and several of them have called out-of-town hoodlum 
connections to attempt to get them to intercede in the matter.

The following background information relative to GHWIZDALA 

had been obtained in connection with @ previous investigation. 
He and OSCAR BRACHMAN have the lease on the bar and griil 

at the Royal Hotel, 5th and Michigan Streets, Milwaukee, but 
persistent and authoritative information had been: received 
over a period of time that PHTL VALLEY, head of the Hotel 

and Restaurant Employees Local and an international vice- 
president of the Hotel and Restaurant and Bartenders Union, 
actually held hidden ownership of this enterprise, Additionally, 
the State Department of Taxation had received information in 
1948 that VALLEY had recently purchased, along with ROBERT 
BUNDE, the Grand Hotel, 4th and Welis Street, Milwaukee (later 
pecame the Roosevelt Hotel). 


On the above occasions, GWIZDALA said that he had gone to 

TRS in answer to a summons and furnished them the foilowing

He joined the Roosevelt Hotel Corporation in 1947 at the 
invitation of RALISTRIERI and ROBERT BUNDE and was made vice- 
president, with BALISTRIERI being the president and BUNDE 
peing secretary-treasurer.. He knew both of these individuals 
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casually as frequenters of the Royal Hotel Bax and the Belmont 
Hotel Coffee Shop, which is where they actually approached him. 


The arrangement as explained to him by these individuals 

was that they intended to operate the Roosevelt Hotel and 

in conjunction therewith would open a bar and a restaurant 

in space along Wells Street which was a part of the buliding. 
He was to operate the restaurant because of his background 

at the Royal Hotel. He said he did not put any money in the 
corporation and had a very nebulous arrangement as to what he 
was to get out of it, being dependent upon the successful 
operation of the restaurant and coffee shop. 


In less than a year he pulled out of the corporation by 
writing a letter to the State of WisSeonsin based on the fact 
that no steps had been taken to open the coffee shop and 
additionally he was being served with papers. based on debts 
run up by the corporation, of which he had no part, when 
process servers were unable to locate the other officers. 


GWIZDALA insisted that he did not represent anyone else in 
joining this corporation and specifically that he did not 
represent PHIL VALLEY either in this or any other endeavor, 
However, in this regard it is noted that MI T-4 had’ advised 
that GWIZDALA had put $5000 into the corporation, not of his 
own, and BALISTRIERI was concerned because he had not admitted 
this fact to Internal Revenue Service and was afraid of the 
fact that "the other party” would get mixed up because of 
GWIZDALA's. testimony. : 


GWIZDALA said that he had first met BALISTRIERI in 1940 
around the Royal Hotel but that he only saw him a few times 
from 1941 until March 10, 1962, and that he had never seen 
him in the Royal Hotel to his recollection from 1941 on 
until this last mentioned date. On that date, BALISTRIERI 
eame to the Royal to see GWIZDALA and asked him how he would 
testify before IRS, and also asked him if he was getting an 
attorney to represent him. GWIZDALA said that he walked 
away from BALISTRIERI without giving him a direct answer to 
his questions and that BALISTRIERI did not make any suggestions 
or threats during this conversation. GWIZDALA said that he 
would immediately advise’if he received any threats from 
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PALISTRIERIL or other sources relative to his appearance 
before Internal Revenue and said that he had received another 
summons to appear on March 26, 1962, relative to BALISTRIERI 
personally as contrasted to the Roosevelt Hotel Corporation. 


The Milliwaukee Sentinel of February 24, 1962 reported that 
the Circuit Court had refused to haglt the Federal Tax 
Investigation of BALISTRIERI's records for the past six years. 


The article went on to say that BALISTRIERI had appealed 
Judge THHAN's refusal to postpone the investigation beyond 
the statutory limit of the last three years. Judge TEHAN 
ruled on February 8, 1962 that there was probable cause to 
pelieve that BALISTRIERT had made fraudulent returns, and 
thus was able to suspend the three year ban.

ZELDLER said he would summarize the organized crime situation 
in Milwaukee as he saw it and he thereupon stated as 
follows: 


FRANK BALISTRIERI is the key to organized crime. ZEIDLER, 
as a student of the political scene, believes that 
BALISTRIERI has important ties and influence in city 
government. In the first place, he is tied in with 

JOHN FLEMING, city attorney. Through FLEMING he is able 
to control the city council, except for Aldermen SCHREIBER 
and MORTIER, Badly susceptible to control are Aldermen 
HAAS, WITTOW, KRANKE, LANZER and HAROLD JANKOWSKT, It is 
not known just how this control is maintained, although 
entertainment of the aldermen may be one of the keys to 
the situation. 
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Several years ago ZEIDLER heard that Aidermen HAAS and 
KRANKE were seen at Gallaghers and BALISTRIERTI was ob- 
served to have picked up their check, ZHIDLER, then 
Mayor, called Chief of Police HOWARD JOHNSON when he 
learned of this, but within an hour Alderman KRANKE 
Learned of the report and came forward to say that he had 
paid for his own meal. A little later ZEIDLER heard 

that HAAS had also stormed about insisting that he had 
paid his own check. The leak was never discovered, but 
ZEIDLER supposes that someone like KETROFF of the Milwaukee 
Sentinel was in the Chiefts Office when the phone call 
was made and leaked the information to the Aldermen in 
question. 


In addition, JANKOWSKI was once observed to say that 
he didn't favor BALISTRIERI very much, except that 
BALISTRIERT entertained very well. 


Influence in the Common Council is, of course, important 
to the maintenance of tavern and other licenses by 
BALISTRIERT for his front men. 


BALISTRIERI also has specific influence through his 
control of FRANK RANNEY, head of the Teamsters Union, 
who in turn controls the Labor Press. GEIDLER also 
believes that BALISTRIERT has some kind of hold on 
GEORGE HABERMAN, current head of the AFL-CIO. This 
combined control in labor prevents the Labor Press from 
speaking out against candidates desirable to BALISTRIERT 
and prevents that defeat of such candidates through the 
labor vote. 


MILTON MC GUIRE, who was Alderman in the downtown ward, 
was recently appointed Deputy City Treasurer. MC GUIRE 
has always favored BALISTRIERIts element and the 
appointment was made to get MC GUIRE back where he could 
do the hoodilums some good. 


RAY MARKEY, the new City Clerk, is not a Sicilian, aithough 
an Italian, ZEIDLER predicted that he will be scared into 
going along with the BALISTRIERI mob. ZEIDLER pointed out 
that the City Clerk's Office can be very useful to 
BALISTRIERT in license matters. The Late WITKOWSKI, for 
many years City Clerk, was said to be a bosom pal of 
BALISTRIERT,.

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HENRY MAIER, the Mayor of Milwaukee, has aspirations 

of building a big city political machine, which will 
perpetuate itself in office. He has a "soft" policy 
toward the hoodiums and it favors an “open city” in 
return for votes which would aid him in building his 
political machine, He has made appointments favorable 
to labor, which helps to prevent the Labor Press from 
speaking out about city government. One of the 
differences between LUCEY of the State Democratic Party 
organization and Mayor MATER allegedly lay in the fact 


‘that LUCEY believed that MAIER was controlled by the 


BALISTRIERI faction, 


Mayor MATER has apointed Fire and Police Commissioners 
TED KURTZ and PETE PALVOLICH, both of whom are amenable 
to sanctioning police promotions in keeping with the best 
interests of the city but favorable to BALISTRIERI, The 
great bulwark against bad police promotions lies in a 
ZEIDLER appointee to the Police and Fire Commission, 
RICHARD BLOCK. He favored the appointment of RAYMOND 
DAHL to the Inspector's job and opposed the appointment 
of HARRY KUSZEWSKI. According to ZHIDLER, several 
meetings were held in an effort to get KUSZEWSKE in as 
Inspector, One of these was allegedly held at the home 
of: STEVE DOLAN, Another was allegediy held at the home 
of RALPH CAPONE, Mercer, Wisconsin. Mayor MATER allegedly 
attended both meetings but the plans did not succeed, 


BALISTRIERT has some kind of a hold on Captain STEVE 
DOLAN through the FLEMINGs. In addition, RAY FLEMING, 
elerk of District and Municipal Courts, controls the 
county politicians, 


BALISTRIERT influences can aiso be felt as far as State 
Government through WAYNE WITTOW, brother of the Alderman 
GEORGE WITTOW, and through GRECO, another Milwaukee 
assemblyman,. 


ZE&IDLER said he believed that the hoodlums controlled 
aman close to each police captain. He said he did not 
think it would work with a man like GEORGE FUHR, although 
he felt that FUUR could be influenced by GEORGE SPRAGUE, 
ZEIDLER believed that SPRAGUE is influenced by the 
BALISTRIERI mob, and he pointed out that a big party was 
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thrown for SPRAGUE on the south side, This party got 
much bad publicity, however, which has virtually 
stopped the throwing of benefits for high police 
officials. 


Mayor MATER has some kind of a tie up with The FAZIO 
family. Mrs, MAIER is a close friend of one of the 
PAZIOs. 


MATT SCHIMENZ, who recently testified against HAROLD 
KLEIN has been close to the junk dealers for years. He 
has been an important figure in Milwaukee politics. 


Alderman WITTOW, apparently wanted the business of 
building the Hillside Housing Project on which LEONARD 
STEICH (Horizon Homes) was apparently the successful 
bidder. ZEIDLER heard through a roundabout way that 
HARRY KAMINSKY, who has loaned money to most of the 
hoodlums, said that WITTOW could be dealt with in the 
Hillside Housing Project, and the price of paying him 
off was a new car, 


GEORGE BOWMAN (City Attorney's Office ?) was formerly 

one of the men who ZEIDLER believes under the influence 

of the BALISTRIERI crowd. Now, however, he is exposing 

them and must be regarded as a traitor by him. ZEIDLER does 
not understand this change of attitude. 


Judge ROBERT HANSON is regarded by ZEIDLER as a very 
well-informed person concerning BALISTRIERT and the 
Milwaukee Mafia. He also allegedly knows their pipe line 
into IRS. Judge HANSON was pressured a good deal by the 
BALISTRIERI crowd when he was police judge (District 

Court) and has probably picked up something from that 
experience, He also is a former partner of JOHN FLEMING 
and JOHN DOYNE, who is now County Executive. ZEIDLER 
pointed out that DOYNE defended BALISTRIERI in the multiple 
tavern license matter several years ago, but has tried ~ 

to pull away from the BALISTRIERI influence, ZEIDLER said 
he believes that DOYNE was threatened. According to 
ZHIDLER, Alderman WITTOW and one of the FLEMINGs got 

&@ lot of land in Granville on a "soft buy" - probably a 
form of buyins influence, He said he does not know who 
made the purchase possible. 
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Alderman CALHOUN of the 18th Ward, who is close to HILMER 
CHRISTOPHER, the jeweler, threw a big party for Inspector 
SCHMIDT of the Milwaukee PD. CHRISTOPHER is close to 
Alderman WITTOW, CHRISTOPHER is quite a politician in 
that he helps candidates run for election and may be one 
of the agents through which influence is obtained by the 
hood ilums. 


Alderman ZILLMAN's ward covers Jones Island. The Attorney 
KOENEN, who represents BALISTRIERI, has an interest in a 
drive-in restaurant on Jones Island. The same faction 
that got the restaurant also wanted a share on the 
Iunicipal Pier several years ago. 


PAUL O'BRIEN, former Journal reporter, now works for 
the BALISTRIERT mob. ZEIDLER has taiked to him a lot, 
and that he is sure that he has now told BALISTRIERI 
everything that ZEIDLER had to say. 


GILBERT KELLY of the Teamsters Union, once went to 
organize cheese factory workers somewhere in the state. 

At one place he was told that he could never organize 

the employees because the management was under the Mafia. 
ZEIDLER said that GILBERT KELLY is a good guy, even though 
he works for RANNEY, 


Recently FRANK BALISTRIERI went to Mayor MAIER and asked 
that the city get out of the rubbish hauling business. 
ZKIDLER said he could not remember his source of this 
information, He said that the way he heard it the dis- 
cussion became &@ shouting match, ZEIDLER said that the 
Mayor could not take the city out of the rubbish business 
but could recommend to the Council that the city quit.

USA JAMES B. BRENNAN advised 10/19/02 that this article is based 
on the following facts as related to him by JAMES WIEGHART under 
whose byline the article appears: 


WIEGHART contacted BRENNAN, 10/18/62, and asked if the records V 
seized from ALIOTOts apartment contained any reports of LEE 

DALTON (Special prosecuting attorney for John Doe investigation 
instigated by State Attorney G:neral JOHN W. REYNOLDS}. BRENNAN 
denied knowledge of this matter and thereafter WIEGHART said that 

a mutual acquaintance of his and JAMES SHELLOW (BALISTRIERI's 
attorney) told WIEGHART that SHELLOW was concerned because 
BALISTRIERTE had some confidential law-enforcement records in that 
apartment which had been seized by Internal Revenue Service. 


BRENNAN said he did not know whether or not any such reports had 
been received, 


ERNEST JOHANNES, OCD, IRS, advised on 10/19/62 that no reports of 
DALTON's were included and that the only law enforcement reports 
found were two polygraph test reports having to do with the 
volunteered polygraph examination of two female entertainers at 
the Downtowner, (Subject!s strip joint), who had been, charged 
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early in 1962 with soliciting drinks at the bar. Information had 
previously been obtained by this Office from the Milwaukee PD that 
the attorney for BALISTRIERI had made these entertainers avallable 
for polygraph examination--one of the conditions that he would get 
copies of the results.

He stated that CHUCK MC COMBER has finally guit and he quit 
because he wasn't getting paid.

He stated that even CARL DENTICE, who is a friend of theirs 
and who is selling them used machines, seems to be unable to 
collect his money which is supposed to amount to $125 for cach 
machine, He advised that CHIAVEROTTI and BLACKEY seem to be 
running this jukebox business. He advised that he doegn'!t 
know where they're getting the cabinets but that they have 
received a total of about 7 cabinets so far and have 5 
completed machines ready to sell. He stated that they had 

3 of these sold but that they were returned. He advised that 
they purchased about 10 or 11 used machines from DENTICE and 
that is all the machines they have. He advised that the 
machines go out under the name of Continental, He advised 
that he quit a couple of times but that BLACKEY would always 
soft soap him and get him to come back with a promise that 
they would soon be able to sell these machines and that they 
could then give him all of his back wages. He said they 
obviously aren't making any money.

with hoodlum infiltration into the cigarette business JOHN 
NUZZO and associates were promptiy mentioned as those who 
were trying to infiltrate into the tobacco business, 
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The following information was received August 1, 1963 
from JAMES C, BRUNER and OSIE J, DOMPIER, who identified 
themselves with credentials as Customs Agents of the 
Treasury Department from Chicago, address there 610 South 
Canal Street, telephone 427-5769. They furnished the 
following information: 


On July 12, 1963 they arrested in Chicago an individual 
named PATRICE DANIGAN, aka, PHILADOR DUPONT, MICHAEL 
DUPONT, DANIGAN-PHILADOR. At the time of his arrest, he 
had in his possession 120 grams of Vitamin B12 and furnished 
them information by which they recovered an additional 400 
grams from a safety deposit box he had in New York City - 
total value of the 520 grams $23,000. He had been in the 
country on a visitor's visa from France since May 10 and 
Customs service has reason to believe that he entered the 
country with 1250 grams and had disposed of it all except 
the 520 grams that they recovered. 


On his arrest PAUL A. Lanocgue,[ a 
an attorney for the French Counselate, inquired into the 


matter since DANIGAN is French citizen and at DANIGAN's 
request immediately called BROOKS STEVENS, a wealthy Milwaukee 
automobile and boat designer. DANIGAN felt that STEVENS would 
immediately assist him but STEVENS showed no immediate interest 
and, in fact, said he might have met DANIGAN but did not 
remember him on one of his numerous trips abroad. In about 
ten days STEVENS called back and put up a cash bond in the 
amount of $2,000 for DANIGAN. At the same time STEVENS said 
that some local attorneys (from Milwaukee) would come down 

to Chicago to assist the court appointed attorneys in 
DANIGAN's defense,
